A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Iwasa (USPN 
6,823,962). 

Iwasa shows a power steering apparatus with a steering shaft 3 and a nut 
member 5 screwed onto the shaft through rolling members at 6. A first housing H2b 
and a second housing H2a are coaxially connected and are fixed to the vehicle body. 
The nut member is supported in the first housing by a thrust bearing 14 (see the 
embodiment of Figure 8) and in the second housing member by a second, radial 
bearing 13. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 2-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Iwasa in view of Sasaki (PGPub. 2003/0221896). 

Iwasa shows a cylindrical motor support extension of the second housing 
receiving a motor transmission housing H1, but it lacks a loose fitting between the 
housing and motor transmission housing. 

Sasaki shows a motor transmission housing 37B (see Figure 6) loosely fit in an 
extension 67 of steering shaft housing 19. An adjustment screw 51a penetrates the 
motor support cylinder 66 to apply adjusting force to the transmission housing to move 
the transmission housing and adjust the mesh state of the transmission. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide the Iwasa 
motor housing with an adjustment mechanism, including a loose fit between the 
transmission housing and the steering shaft housing and a screw for adjusting the 
relative posision, as taught by Sasaki, in order to provide improved mesh within the gear 
transmission. 

5. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Iwasa in 
view of Onadera (USPN 6,237,713). 

Iwasa shows all of the claimed features except a pair of angular ball bearings 
placed back to back for the thrust bearing. 

Onadera shows a thrust bearing 4 including a pair of angled ball bearings placed 
back to back. 
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It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to configure the 
Iwasa thrust bearing to have two angler ball bearings, placed back to back, as taught by 
Onadera, in order to provide additional support for the nut. 

6. Claim 7 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-5 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
